Meeting. 


The voters were all for it, They smelled an 
additional source of taxes. 

In the Town Meeting of March 4, 1880, the voters 
moved the article up from Number 17, where the Sel- 
ectmen had put it, to Number 2, where they could get 
at it quicker, and then they voted for it, unanimously, 

In some ways the situation was similar tothat of 
a couple of years ago, when Monte Green wanted to 
construct an All New England Stadium in Wilmington. 
There is no record of anyone having opposed the 
cross-Wilmington railroad, and a couple of Select- 
men, Mrs Drew and Lloyd Bender, did oppose the 
stadium, Otherwise it is just about the same, 

Monte Green did have a good idea, but he just 
didn’t have the ability to put it across, One of his 
biggest problems, as faras Wilmington 1s concerned, 
is that he never made a ‘clean’ presentation to the 
town fathers, who, with one or two exceptions, 
remained entirely silent. 

Monte believed that Wilmington might ‘overlook’ 
about half 4 million dollars in taxes, andbe satisfied 
with only about $200,000 annually. 

It was a naive idea, His expression was that it 
was ‘subject to negotiation’. 

Can the reader imagine what Uncle Avco, who 
pays nearly half a million in taxes yearly, might have 
to say if Wilmington ‘forgave’ Monte for half a mil- 
lion? - this, of course, in addition to the fact it 
is strictly against the law to ‘forgive’ taxes, 

Anyway, that Stadium is just as dead as the old 
quarry off Taft Road, 

The Planning Board has an article in the annual 
Town Meeting asking that the voters take out the 
provisions for the erection of a stadium in Wilming- 
ton, from the By-Laws, 

It 1s a good idea, Let the voters say to them- 
selves ‘Uh-huh, that was one of our mistakes, Let 
us bury it, quietly’ 

And then do just that, With or without a lily.

The Case 


Several readers of the Town 
Crier have asked the publisher- 
editor for his reactions to the 
Pueblo case - the US Navy vessel 
which was captured while on an 
intelligence mission, and of whom 
its commander, Commander Bu- 
cher is now subject to a consider- 
able interest, on the part of the 
public, 


It is difficult to make any fair 
comments at this time, The writer 
has a considerable sympathy for 
Commander Bucher. 

But the relation of some events 
that took place over 150years ago, 
when an enemy tried to capture a 
small vessel under the US Flag 
might prove to be interesting. The 
brigantine General Armstrong 
played a very important, but very 
much unknown part in the history 
of the United States, and her fight 
was, in the words of President 
Theodore Roosevelt, ‘one of the 
most desperate sea fights ever 


The writer has visited Fayal, 
where the fight took place, andhas 
imspected the scene of the battle. 

The General Armstrong was a

British sea commerce, 

She was quite heavily armed for 
such a small vessel, with three 
‘long nines’ on each side and a 
‘Long Tom’ ona swivel, amidships, 


Samuel Chester Reid, 31ycarsold, 
Capt, Reia had been a Midshipman 
in the United States Navy, serving 
under the renowned Rogen 
Truxton, who had t: so many 
of the officers who commanded 
ships which defeated the Tripoli 
pirates and the ships of the Royal 
Navy in the War of 1812, 

In September 1814 the General 
Armstrong was at Fayal, a harbor 
in the Azores, There is also acity 
of Fayal, and an island of Fayal. 
Together they occupy a space about 
half the size of Wilmington, 

The harbor of Fayal is almost 
an open roadstead - which means 
that there is very little protection 
from the seas, There are two 
headlands, and the island of Pico 
is to the east, but when the seas 
come from the southeast huge 
wayes frequently do sweep through 
the harbor, 

Just before sunset on September 
26th the brig Carnation (18 guns) 
of the Royal Navy hove in sight, 
outside the roadstead, followed 

by the Plantagenet, a ship- 


Boats from all the British ships 
were soon in the water, and four 
boats, filled with armed men, ap- 
proached the General Armstrong. 
‘The British were preparing to take 
the General Armstrong ina board- 


being nearly full, Reid hailed the 
British boats and told them to stay 
clear. 


It became a cutlass to cutlass 
fight, The boarding nettings onthe 
General Armstrong were soon cut 
to pleces, The privateersmen took 
the offensive, and sprang into the 
British boats, hewing and hacking. 

‘Three quarters of the British 
were killed or injured, some ofthe 
boats were sunk, and two were 
captured, The others fled, 

Hundreds of Portuguese lined 
the shores, watching the fight, 
Several of the boats floated ashore 
filled with dead bodies, 

Among those who were wounded 
was Capt, Floyd, who later had to 
have a leg cut off, as a result of 
his wounds, 

The Portuguese governor now 
entered a protest to the British, 
not at the fact that the fight was 
in neutral territory, but that some 
of the British cannon balls were 
landing ashore, destroying some 
of the Portuguese homes, Capt. 
Floyd’s answer was that he would 
‘have that Yankee privateer if he 
had to blow the town to bits’ 

The wind shifted, andthe Carna- 
tion, the smallest of the British 
vessels, but still much larger than 
the General Armstrong, was able 
to work into a position where she 
could use her guns, 

But she soon had to withdraw, 
a battered wreck. The crew of 
the General Armstrong, using the 
‘Long Tom’ inflicted more damage 
than the Carnation could, 

Then the other British ships 
moved in, The fire wasdevasting, 

Captain Reid realized that fur- 
ther resistance was useless, He 
ordered his crew to leave the ves- 
sel, and go ashore, He was the 
last to leave his ship, and his last 
act was to point the ‘Long Tom’ 
down the hatch, and blow the bottom 
out of his ship, Itsank, right where 
it had been fighting, 

The crew of the General Arm- 
strong headed for the bills, and 
awaited further British attack, But 
none came. Capt, Floyd, instead, 
tried to force the unhappy Port- 
uguese governor to take action, 

The Portuguese governor was 
told that many of the merchantmen 
on the General Armstrong were 
deserters from the Royal Navy, 
and he was persuaded to:send out 
a force of Portuguese soldiers 
to bring in the crew of the Arm- 
strong, and submit them to an 
examination, But none of them 
it turned out, were British, 

No one knows how many British 
were killed or wounded in that 
fight, but the British ships were 
delayed for 10 days, as they buried 
their dead and took care of their 
wounded men, Capt, Reid estimated 
that there were 400 men in the 
last attack by boats, and that 120 
were killed, and 130 wounded, 

His own losses were two killed 
and seven wounded, 

Three days after the battle two 
British vessels, the brig Calypso 
and the ship Thais stood into Fayal. 
Capt. Floyd requisitioned them to 
take the wounded men back to 
England, His own fleet sailed a 
week later, for Pensacola. 

General Pakenham, commanding 
the British forces that were to 
attack Louisiana, had to wait for 
the arrival of that fleet. He was 
a very successful commander, who 
had won many victories in past 
battles, and the coming expedition 
was expected to be an easy one. 

But the ten days lost at Fayal 
rultiéd Pakenham’s chances, 

The treaty of peace had already 
been signed, between Britain and 
the United States, when the Battle 
of New Orleans was fought, The 
fact that General Andrew Jackson 
won the Battle of New Orleans 
made it really of no consequence, 
but many a writer has Suggested, 
over the years, that if the British 
had won they would never have 
relinquished the territory. 

Which is what made that lonely 
fight of the General Armstrong so 
tremendously important, 

It has been called, and probably 
Quite correctly, the American 
Marine Thermopylae. 

For that ten day delay gave to 
General Jackson the time and op- 
Portunity to gather his forces with 
which to oppose General Pahenham
